Be fo good only to retire.”—** 1 Ay to the 
Duke: it isimpoffible that he can fo foon have 
changed his fendiments.’”’—She embraces her huf- 
baud ; fhe prefles him to her heart with a filence 
all exoreffive of terror and fufpenfe; the leaves 
hia. ‘fhe Prince remains metionlefs; he is 
thunderilruck. Setters are brought to him. 
«Fevers! Fetters to me !/—The guards, in fafien- 
jog them on; can hardly refrain from expreffing 
the emotions they fecl.—** There is nothing then 
ja potare unfecling but my brother! Tell me, ! 
conjure you, what con have drawn upon me this 
excefs of injuftice and barbvarity? Woither do 
vou lead me? To death? Ah, dear Alicia! I 
fall never fee thee more.” : 

The guards anfwer only by fome expreffions oi 
compallion, which feem to cicape reluctantly from 
them. They remove their prifoner from Dinan 
to Rennes; thence to Chaetau Briant, and many 
ether places: gnd finally to the fortrefs of Har- 
couinaye. 

The motive of this barbarous inconfiftency in 
the Duke’s conduct may sufily.be divined. His 
return to nature had not been fufficiently decided, 
io overcome the reprefentations of his brother's 
perfecutors. Every thing he had faid, in the mo- 
ments of pafion, was repeated to the Duke with 
all poflible aggravations ; or rather, the moft ab- 
{urd calumnies were invented; and even witnef- 
fes were fuborned to prove, that this vidtim of 
human malignity had formed the proje& of in- 
troducing the Englith into his country. Ina 

word, they fo far fucceeded, that a perfecusign 
was commenced againit the Prinee, and it was 
determined at all events to fiod him guilty. 

The Attorney-genera! Du Breil received orders 
to profecute him. ‘I’his zefpetable magiltrate 
baens to his Sovereign’s feet, paints to him all 
the horrors of the proceedings in which he was 
about to engage, and retufes to give his {indlion 
tothis iniquitous plot. ‘I'he inflexible Duke or- 
ges hun to obey, and adds menaces to entreaty. 
Du Breil, at length, accepts the dreadful com- 
mifion, but with the laudable defign to divert the 
form, or at leaft, to weaken its effetts. 

Alicia had hafteued to throw herfelf at the feet 
of Francis :—=“* Ah, way Lord by what unexpect- 
td fatality have your fentiments changed in fo 
fhort atime? You permitted my hufband to weep 
im your bofom; you even feemed to be affected 
With his tears; you were fo gracious at halt, to 
cag us his pardon; and now—now, Sire, they 

ave loaded him with chains; he is dragged from 
Prifon to prifon. He is accufed of a thoufand ex- 


idea. Have you determined, my Lord, to take 
life? Iam come tooffer mine. Let me die rather 
than fapport the dreadful fight. My Lord, have 
my nupuals drawn down your anger on my huf- 
band’s head? Well then! hall I ipeak it? I con- 
fent—let the ties that unite us, the ties fo dear 
to me, be diflolved: my heart will ftill be mine 
—my heart will never ceafe to adore him. I re- 
gard not myfelf: let dm—let bimbefree. If his 
perfecutors are appreheniive he may eicape from 
their bands, (for you, alas, have abandoned 
them to their implacable hatred) l offer thema 
fecond victim. You have in me an hollage who 
will he refpon&ble for my hufband.’’—** 1 accept 
your propofi], Madam. You are my fecurity of 
the fidelity of a brother whom! no longer re- 
gard by thattitle. My eyes are nowopened. | 
fee to what a degree the [pirit of enmity and re- 
bellion may laid aim.” —** The Prince rebellious ! 
He, my Lord! Alas, how much wave they mided 
you! He hates you nor. I wili remain here: J 
will exvedt every-puaiilment if the fligh:elt ac- 
cufations again my hufband have a fhadow of 
truth. Alus, his only crime has been to love me 
too much. “Once more, | alone am guilty. On 
me only ought to be wreaked the vengeance of 
exafperated jealouly.

In vain had the princefs thus facrificed her liber- 
ty, to fecure thatof her hufband. This heroic 
‘ adlion did not mitigate his fate. His profecution 
was continued; and the heads of accufation were 
tran{mitted to the Senefchal of Rennes, in erder 
to be laid before the States of Brittany. 


Beforé this auguit aflembly the Count of Rich- 
mond appeared, like a tutelary god that would 
haften to the protection of a mortal. He addre!- 
} fed the States in a fpeech replete with the manly, 
unaffected, and pathetic eloquence of a foldier. 
He ente:ej mto a full vindication of the charac- 
ter and conduct of his nephew; and he demon- 
itrated that the accufations again him had no 
other fource than the implacable hatred of his 
encnties. Then addrefling himfelf to the Duke, 
he urged all the confiderations of juftice, and all 
the claims of nature. His fpeech produced the 
moft fenfible effect on the whole ailembly; and 
the Conftable retired, not doubting of thcir ef- 
feual interpofition in favor of his nephew.

The Count of Richmond did not doubs that his 
fpeech would produce the happy effects that might 
be expected from it. | He received a letter from 
the king of France, who ordered him to repair 
to his court immediately; as the Englith were 
making new efforts to retake the places we had 
captured from them. ‘lhe Conftable, who prid- 
ed. himlelf in a rigid attentjon to his millitary du- 
ty, obeyed the semmons without delay ; after 
having left in Britanny fome trufty friends; to 
carry on the good he had begun, and which he 
confidered as nearly finifhed. 


But this great and good man was maftaken. 
The States of Brittany refufed co decide on this 
important afiair. The Prince continued fill to 
groan in prifon; nor was his wife much lefsa 
captive than himielf. ‘The heart of Francis bc 
came more obdurate thanever. _ The favorites, 
by their infamous intrigaes, prevented the flight- 
eit appearances of any rewurn to fenfibility. 

The Duke caufed memorials to be publithed in 
the Court of France, in which his ciahte was 
painted in che blacke& colors. He was defirous 
of infufing ia the breaft of Charles the too unre- 
lenting hatred by which he hiw/felf was a@uated. 
Diffausied with the condudi of the: States, he 

retended to eftablifh the profecution upon new 
informations; the firft having afforded infuffici- 
ent proofs. He faw with regret that the affit- 
ance of the Attorney-general was indifpenfable. 
He fent therefore for Du Breil. When this ref- 
pectable magitlrate appeared, he loaded them with 
compliments and carrefies. He then endeavored 
to color his proceedings againf the Prince with 
the appearances of juftice; and at the fame time 
he promifed, what fuch atrocious characters are 
apt to think irrefiftible, all the honors and emo- 
luments which ambition and avarice could defire, 
in order to perfuade Du Breil to enter into his 
views——* Al! Sire, faid this virtuous magiftrate, 
**yeu have been pleafed to applaud me for my 
love of juice: but canI deferve that applaafe, 
if Lcontent to adopt your prefent views? Shall 
1 be worthy of the high office which you have 
already honored me? Sovereigns, Site, are fupe- 
rior to other men; but the laws are fuperior to 
them. Iam ready to devote my life to your fer. 
vice, as the b.itexprefiion of my duty. But the 
rights of juitice 1 dare not violate. And what, 
my Lord, can you require ot me? It is juflice? 
My whole conduct has been aGuated by its me- 
tives. Your brother cannot long be detained in 
par: It is not my province, who am to ac. 
knowledge only the inflexible power of the laws; 
itis hot my province to become the organ of 
compafiion ; to plead the birth and youth of the 
Prince your brether; nor to enforce the tender 
and inviolable claims of nature. I contemplate 
ncither rank nog age ; I liften to no voice but the 
voicé of truth, whofe minifter you have appoint- 
ed me. It is my duty, therefore, to declare, 
that the charges brought againit the Prince are 
infufacient to convict him.”—« What!” inter- 
rupted the Duke, «dare you refift my authori- 
ty?” “1 obey, my Lord, the voice of my com-

fcience. No buman authority can fileace that 
voice, to which all men, whatever be their rank 
and condition, muft attend.”—** What coatum- 
acy is this! Bar know how to punifh it.”—

MADAM, 

1 AM one of the pemple who fubfift on the Spoils of
